“Now I am 
going to experiment with our native 
Bob White. 
“If lite experiment can be made a 
success and the Missouri quail can 
be batched and raised in sufficient 
numbers at the state game farm, the 
j birds will be used to restock sections 
of (be state where quail have boc urn' 
scarce, either from natural conditions 
or the ravages of the pot humor. 
“We will try it on a small scale at 
first, and if we are successful will in 
the end give up twenty acres of the 
farm to hutching and raising quail. 
“We have not received any birds 
yet, but expect them to arrive here iii 
tilde for the breeding season. 
We 
cannot do more this season than to 
find out whether we can propagate 
them in numbers large enough to 
make the effort worth while.” 
Another interesting experiment, bnf 
one not likely to be so successful as 
the one with quail, will be made at 
the state farm with 
wild 
turkeys. 
Men are now working 
in 
several 
parts of the Ozark country trying to 
obtain specimens for breeding pur­ 
poses. 
Wild turkeys are so shy and the 
young ones so delicate that it is re­ 
garded as extremely doubtful if thev 
eau be successfully raised in captiv­ 
ity.

rated. 
Several years ago a trolley line was 
surveyed between Miami, Saline coun­ 
ty, via Marshall to Sedalia, but it 
failed on account of the farm ers ask­ 
ing too much for the right of way. 
It will pay any fanner to give the 
right of way to a trolley line. 
They 
are very convenient both for travel 
and trade, and there is no danger 
from sparks setting their farms or 
other property on fire. 
How handy one would be between 
Marshall and Warrensburg. We could 
have excursions be ween 
these 
two 
two prosperous cities often, students 
of the Normal and Missouri Valley 
colleges could mingle frequently at 
little cost, and relatives and friends 
visit often that now dread the round­ 
about trip, not to say anything of its 
utility to the farmers ou the line.
